GOOD NEWS FOR SHORT-FORM TAXPAYERS 


Taxpayers who use the short form 
can now deduct a limited amount 
of their charitable contributions 
from their taxable income.

Agnes Scott has awarded thirteen 
Honor Scholar Awards and two 
Nannette Hopkins Music Scholar- 
ships to members of the incoming 
Class of 1986. 

The Honor Scholar Awards, 
inaugurated in 1980, are based 
solely upon achievement and 
promise in academic and extracur- 
ricular activities. Each Honor 
Scholar receives $2,500, which is 


renewable yearly depending upon 


her college performance. (Beginning 


in 1983-84, Honor Scholar Awards 
to incoming students will be 
increased to $3,500.) 

The Nannette Hopkins Music 
Scholarships are awarded to instru- 
mentalists and vocalists of out- 
standing musical talent and 
potential.

Offered for the first time in 1974, 
the Hopkins Music Scholarships 
were established in 1973 in a be- 
quest to the College from Florence 
Smith 713, of Berkeley, Calif. The 
awards are named in honor of the 
College’s first dean, Nannette 
Hopkins, who served the College 
from 1898 to 1938.

PARENT LOAN PLAN 
HELPS FAMILIES 


“The new Agnes Scott Parent 
Loan Plan is a hit, especially with 
parents of first-year students,” re- 
ports Susan D. Little, Director of 
Financial Aid. “Applications for 
Parent Loans for 1982-83 were ap- 
proved for 25 families, which in- 
cludes 12 percent of the parents of 
this year’s entering class. These 25 
families are receiving a total of 
$98,300 this academic year.” 

The Parent Loan Plan is Agnes 
Scott’s answer to federal cuts in the 
Guaranteed Student Loan pro- 
gram. The Parent Loan Plan is de- 
signed specifically for parents with 
combined incomes over $30,000 a 
year. The plan enables parents to 
pay for their daughter’s education 
in regular installments at a lower 
than usual interest rate. Agnes 
Scott is providing its own funds 
for the loans at an interest rate of 
10.5 percent in 1982-83. 

Mrs. Little describes the Parent 
Loan Plan as a “convenient tool for 
financial planning. I expect to see 
more and more parents use the 
plan throughout the four years 
their daughters are in college.”

OF MORTAR BOARD 
FOUND AGAIN 


Thanks go to Priscilla S. Taylor ’53 
of McLean, Va., for informing the 
newsletter editors that Agnes 
Scott’s Mortar Board has elected 
honorary members in addition to 
Ellen Perry. The summer issue of 
The President’s Newsletter reported, 
on the basis of information from 
1981-82 Mortar Board members, 
that Mrs. Perry was the first honor- 
ary member elected to Agnes 
Scott’s Mortar Board in its 50-year 
history. Lack of records of Mortar 
Board activities apparently led to 
this error. 

Ms. Taylor tells us that the April 
22, 1953, issue of The Agnes Scott 
News reported the election to hon- 
orary membership of Dr. Catherine 
S. Sims (then a member of the De- 
partment of History) and notes 
that she “is the third honorary 
member to be received into the 
HOASC chapter. The other two 
are Miss Lucile Alexander, profes- 
sor of French, emeritus, and Dr. 
Emma May Laney, professor 
of English.” 

Further research discovered that 
at least two other honorary mem- 
bers have been inducted into 
Agnes Scott’s Mortar Board Chap- 
ter. They are Mary Boney Sheats, 
Fuller E. Callaway Professor of Bi- 
ble and Religion, initiated in 1957; 
and Merle G. Walker, initiated in 
1967 during her tenure in the Col- 
lege’s Department of Philosophy.

Piefessor Elizabeth Gould Zenn, 
Chair of the Department of Classical 
Languages and Literatures, died Au- 
gust 21 in Washington, D.C., after an 
illness of many months. 

Professor Zenn was the senior mem- 
ber of the Agnes Scott faculty in length 
of service to the College. She joined 


the Agnes Scott faculty in 1947 after 
cormpleting the B.A. degree at 
Allegheny College and the M.A. and 
Ph.D. degrees in classical studies at 
the. University of Pennsylvania. She

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The majority of the members of 
the entering Class of 1986 are 
honor students who ranked in the 
top fifth of their graduating high 
school classes. On the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT) for entrance 
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to college, they each made a com- 
bined score of about 1100, which 
230 points above the national 
average for women.

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interests, this class most often listed 
law, medicine, and business. Other- 
wise, they are considering careers 
in psychology, journalism, educa- 
tion, linguistics, government ser- 
vice, or engineering, which they 
can study through the Agnes Scott 
Dual Degree program with the 
Georgia Institute of Technology. 

In high school, 75 percent of the 
Class of 1986 attended public high 
schools and 25 percent attended 
private schools. While in high 
school, all of them were active in 
extracurricular activities. Almost 
two-thirds of the class played sports 
or participated in some form of 
athletics; slightly over half held 
student government positions; 
three-quarters belonged to civic 
and/or church groups; and nearly 
all were members of academic or 
honorary societies. 

Geographically, 53 percent of the 
Class of 1986 come from outside 
Georgia. Their homes are as far 
west as Texas and Oklahoma and 
as far north as New Hampshire. 
Foreign students come from 
Colombia, England, Germany, 
and Sweden.

Scott have shown me how 
varied is the life of a college president. 
I am never bored! Whether it involves 
meeting prospective students and their 
parents at ‘“‘OktoberQuest,”” eating 
breakfast or roller skating with stu- 
dents, or dining and talking with alum- 
nae from Savannah to Minneapolis, 
life is interesting and exciting. Confer- 
ring with faculty on committees and 
meeting with them by departments in 
order to know them better, I am find- 
ing out much about Agnes Scott which 
confirms my sense of the extraordinary 
community I have joined. Meetings 
with other college presidents — whether 
locally (University Center in Atlanta), 
statewide (Association of Private Col- 
leges and Universities in Georgia), or 
nationally (Presbyterian-related 
colleges, north and south, and the 
American Council on Education) — 
all show that Agnes Scott is related to 
many constituencies. 

The community of a college is a 
multi-formed and wondrous thing, 
spanning the world and many genera- 
tions. I am amazed when I meet those 
who have known all five presidents of 
Agnes Scott in its nearly 100 years of 
history. But then, our oldest living 
alumna has lived more years than the 
College has been in existence. 

At this season of thanksgiving and 
gift-giving, I am very grateful to God 
for those who have provided the means 
for others to have an Agnes Scott edu- 
cation.

Agnes 
Scott, which was accredited by the 
Southern Association in 1907, was 
the first college in Georgia to re- 
ceive regional accreditation. 

For the self-study, President 
Schmidt has appointed a steering 
committee of faculty, students, ade 
ministrators, and trustees with 
Michael J. Brown, Charles A. 

Dana Professor of History, as the 
chairperson. According to Professor 
Brown, the College must complete 
and publish its self-study before the 
spring of 1984 when a committee of 
educators representing the Southern 
Association will visit Agnes Scott. 
The College has been accredited

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| n choosing a theme for the inauguration 
weekend, I was conscious of seeking 

a subject which relates to Agnes Scott's 
mission as a liberal arts college for women, 
but not limiting the subject to education 
alone. One of the great issues of our con- 
temporary world is the failure thus far to 
come to grips with th ne fact that if gender is 
not to be the chief determiner of work 
assignments, then all of us, women and 
men, must give our attention to new ways 
to meet the legitimate claims of both sexes to 
be paid for meaningful work, and to be 
nurtured and to nurture. 

Women have been the chief caretakers of 
the young and of the home, and the 
volunteers who have made possible the 
charitable works which so characterize 
American life. Men have been the chief 
wage-eamers and still earn $1.00 for every 
59¢ eamed by full-time female workers. 

Now, with more than half of all 
women in the paid labor force, the pattern 
of housework, done largely by women, 
has not changed substantially, and 
women have double jobs to manage. 
Men’ work frequently removes fathers 
from their homes for such extended hours 
that they are shadowy figures to their 
children. These crucial aspects of our 
contemporary lives raise questions such 
as these: Who will care for the young 
and the old? How will we provide the 
loving care all human beings need? Why 
do some people have too much work to 
do while others cannot find employment? 
Have we set such a high standard of 
living that we must spend more time 
working than is good for us, good for 
those we love, and good i our planet, 
as we affluent citizens of the world use 
up much more of God's creation than is 
our fair share? 

These were some of the questions we 
pondered April 8 - 10 under the theme 
“Work and Well-being.’ It was a lively 
time.

TO BRING TOP POET 


Donald Justice, one of the foremost 
American poets of our day according 
to Professor Margaret Pepperdene of 
the English Department, will visit the 
campus April 20 to take part in the 
College's twelfth annual Writers’ 
Festival. Joining him will be 
Josephine Jacobsen, Honorary 
Consultant in American Letters to 
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the Library of Congress. Both writers 
will serve as judges in the 1983 Agnes 
Scott Writers’ Contest and read 
selections from their own works. 

The writing contest, initiated in 
1972 by the late Professor Margaret 
G. Trotter of the English Department, 
offers an opportunity for students 
enrolled in Georgia colleges and 
universities to have their short stories 
and poems critiqued by professional 
writers. Cash prizes of $100 each are 
awarded for the best poem and for the 
best short story, which are selected by 
the guest writers. In past years, the 
guest judges have been, among 
others, Robert Penn Warren, Eudora 
Welty, Harry Crews, Howard 
Nemerovy, and James Merrill. 

Professor Justice won the Pulitzer

SCIENCE HALL CAMPAIGN MEETS $3,000,000 GOAL; 
COLLEGE NEEDS $300,000 TO PAY CAMPAIGN COSTS 


“Congratulations!” That’s the 
word from President Ruth 
Schmidt to all Agnes Scott alum- 
nae, friends, and members of the 
campus community who have 
given so generously to the Col- 
lege’s Science Hall Campaign. 
“The campaign goal of 
$3,000,000 was met well before 
June 15,” she reports, “so the 
College was able to claim the 
Kresge Challenge Grant of 


$250,000. In addition, an anony- 
mous donor has provided 
$250,000 in endowment funds for 
the upkeep of the newly renovated 
Campbell Science Hall.” 
President Schmidt points out, 
however, that the College must 
still raise $300,000 to cover the 
costs of the campaign, including 
the interest on construction bonds 
that financed the renovation of 
the four-story building. The reno- 


vation benefits the Departments 
of Biology, Chemistry, Physics- 
Astronomy, and Psychology. 
Donors still have time to 
become “Sponsors of the Sci- 
ences” by making a total gift of 
$3,000 or more. “Sponsors of the 
Sciences” will be honored with a 
listing of their names or names in 
memoriam of their choosing on a 
plaque to be mounted in the foyer 
of Campbell Science Hall. Donors 


who make gifts of $10,000 or more 
may have their names or names in 
memoriam given to a laboratory, 
classroom, or office in the science 
hall.

Agnes Scott probably was for 
me similar to the experience of many 
alumnae who gathered in April for 
their class reunions.

The 94th Commencement at 
Agnes Scott June 5 was one of 
firsts. The College's first woman 
president, Dr. Ruth Schmidt, pre- 
sided over her first Agnes Scott 
graduation, and the College 
awarded a degree to the first 
Agnes Scott student to complete a 
military ROTC program and 
receive a military commission. In 
addition, degrees were awarded to 
the greatest number of dual degree 
“engineering” students to graduate 
in any one class. 

The “engineers” — Margaret 
Miller Brettin of Jacksonville, 
Fla.; Amy Susan Craddock of 
Spring, Texas; Gay DeWitt War- 
ren of Norcross, Ga.; and 
Charlotte Frances Wright of 
Springfield, Va. — were partici- 
pants in the dual degree program 
between Agnes Scott and the 
Georgia Institute of Technology in 
Atlanta. They attended Agnes 
Scott for three years and Georgia 
Tech for two and were awarded: 
bachelor’s degrees from both 
institutions. The ROTC graduate, 
Ms. Craddock, participated in Air 
Force ROTC through the cross- 
town arrangement between Agnes 
Scott and Georgia Tech and was 
commissioned as a Second Lieu- 
tenant June 10. 

Agnes Scott degrees were also 
awarded to six Return-to-College 
students, women beyond the usual 
college age whose education was 
interrupted earlier in life. Forty- 
seven Return-to-College students 
have now earned degrees since the 
program was instituted in 1974. 

Among the honor graduates, 
four received diplomas with High 
Honor and 15 with Honor. Twelve 
had been elected this spring to 
Agnes Scott’s chapter of Phi Beta 
Kappa, the nation’s most pres- 
tigious honor society for 
undergraduates studying the liberal 
arts. 

Geographically, the 116 mem- 
bers of the class of 1983 
represented 18 states from Califor 
nia to Pennsylvania, the U.S. 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico 
and two foreign countries — 
Colombia, South America, and 
the Republic of Panama. Academ- 
ically, the graduates had chosen 
majors ranging from art to phys- 
ics-astronomy, with the most 
popular majors being English, eco- 
nomics, and mathematics.
